GEN. PHINEAS BANNING.

Death of a Pioneer of Los Angeles 
County. 

News of the death at the Occidental 
Hotel, San. Francisco, of General 
Phineas Banning, a well known citizen 
and pioneer .of this county, was re- 
ceived here last Sunday. The General 
had been in poor health for about two 

years, suffering from a combination of 
liver and kidney complaints, and his dis- 
ease was aggravated by an accident which 
he met with some time ago in San Fran- 
cisco, where he was knockéd down and 
run over by a passing express wagon. He 
was a native of Wilmington, Delaware, 
and fifty-four years of age at the time 
of his death. He came to this coast in 
1850 when about twenty years of age, 
and soon afterwards settled in Los 
Angeles county. In 1858, in company | 
with Gov. Downey and others, he pur- 
chased a tract of 4,224 acres of land 
upon the San Pedro ranch at the head 
of the harbor, and laid out a town which 
he named Wilmington, in honor of his 
native city. A tract of about twenty 


deeded to the Government by G n. Ban- 
ning and Hon. B. D. Wilson for a military 
post, and on the evacuation of the post 
by the government Congress passed an 
Act redeeding the land to the original 
owners. General Banning derived his 
title by having been commissioned 
Brigadier General of the National Guard 
of C rnia, and he was also State 
Senator from this Senatorial district for 
one term. In the early days, in con- 
nection with Don David Alexan- 
der, ‘he maintained) an extensive 
commission, freight and forwarding 
business at Wilmington, running 
at one time daily stages between Wil- 
mington and Los Angeles, besides a 
weekly line to Yuma via this city and

The public have not forgotten the 
discussion which took place some weeks 
ago regarding the legality of the action 

of the Council in appropriating money 
to assist in the defense of Chief 
of Police McCarthy in the suits 
brought against him by the prostitutes 
and vagrants he arrested without a 
warrant. There was considerable 
clamor raised by certain parties con- 
cerning the shameful disregard of 
law“ manifested by the members who 
voted for the appropriation and the 
‘‘anblushing effrontery of the Chief 
in asking for it. Prominent among 
those who held up their hands with 
horror at the alleged violation of law 
was that truly good man and patriotic 
municipal statesman, Dr. L. W. 
French. This pure citizen could scarce- 
ly discuss the matter without shedding 
tears, so great was his sorrow at the 
degradation of the city legislative 
body, of which he has since felt himself 
too good, too great and too noble to be 
a member. Notwithstanding the with- 
drawal by the Chief of all claims against 
the city treasury, the Doctor has 
refused to be comforted, and 
has since devoted his time to 
various schemes to get the office of 
Chief of Police declared vacant. It is 
needless to add that thus far these at- 

tempts have failed, notwithstanding the 
eminent statesman at the last session of 
the Council presented the appalling al- 
ternative that if the Chief was not turned 
out he (French) would resign. § 

A bit of history comes in here with 
striking pertinency. As Dr. French has 
so recently professed such a profound 
regard for the sacredness of the city or- 
dinances, and has shown such severity 
to all who have failed to construe them 
in their strictest sense, the Times feels 
justified in presenting some transac- 
tions of a curious nature in whic the 
Doctor himself figured last year, and 
which have just appeared on the public 
records by the publication of the Los 
Angeles municipal reports for the year 

ending October 31, 1884. The great 
flood of last year Was the means of call - 
ing the municipal Solons together in 
frequent sessions, and much of the 
work of protecting the city from the 
‘devastating waters devolved upon the 
Board of Public Works, of which Dr. 
French was chairman. The famous 
sand-bag dam, upon which $2500 was 
expended, will be well remembered, 
as will also the fact that a week after 
its completion it was nearly all swept 
down the stream. A large force of 
men was employed in the construction 
of this dam and when their wages be- 
came due they were paid off in a most 
extraordinary manner. The Revised 
City Charter, section 17, page 51, 
plainly provides that every claimant 
against the city must have his bill made 
out in his own name, specifying the 
amount and what the wages are for. 
But Dr. French thought he saw a 
shorter financial road, and instead of 
sending the billsin for each man ac- 
cording to the ordinance and the cbar- 
ter, he proceeded to collect the various 
sums due in his own name, as will be 
seen by the following extracts taken 
from the Treasurer's report of the 
cash fund, showing warrants drawn:

When these bills were presented to 
the Coucil the worthy Doctor helped 
along the good work by voting unani- 
mously for each separate appropriation 
for himself, andin the aggregate it will 
be seen that he secured quite a neat 
sum.

Sacramento, March 8.—The last few 
days in the Senate have been full of 
interest. The irrigationists seemed to 
wake up to the fact that they are about 
to be left, and have been moving heaven 
and earth, to use a thead-bare phrase, 
to a avoid defeat and gain at lest a 
partial victory by the passage of the 
principal measure, Assembly Bill 410. 
The fight for irrigation throughout has 
been a most peculiar one. Once or 
twice, it is claimed, those favoring irri- 
gation have had victory within their 
grasp, but through bad leadership and 
an unaccountable weakening of the 
spinal column among certain members 
of the Assembly, the advantages were 
lost. Those who claim this profess to 
believe that the railroad is responsible 
for the defeat of the irrigation meas- 
ures, and assert that had the twenty- 


seven Assemblymen stood together on 
non-concurrence in the ‘‘grape-vine’’ 

amendment to the Heath constitutional 
amendment, which required a two- 
thirds vote, and in consequence hung 
fire in the Assembly for two days, they 
could have compellod the railroad inter- 
est to come to their relief, and so in- 
crease the success of all the irrigation 
measures. This way of reasoning is a 
very pretty one, and no doubt is en- 
tirely satisfactory to those who have 
only given this question and the man- 

ner in which the fight for it has pro- 
gressed a superficial glance. The rail- 
roadis a very handy thing to have 
around when the defeat of any popular 
measure has to be accounted for; but in 
this instance it is neither just nor fair 
that the railrcad should be accused of 
causing the defeat of irrigation when 
the facts in the premises do not bear 
such a charge out. 

In the first place, Vrooman is con- 
sidered—in fact, known—to represent 
the railroad interest in the Legislature. 
McClure has the credit of being his 
lieutenant. It is well known that these 
gentlemen have all along asserted that 
they were not opposed to bills introduced 
by the irrigationists, and intended to 
vote for them. It is also a well-known fact 
‘that Vrooman always keeps his word 
when given un a legislative question, 
and that being the case, itis a natural 
deduction that he keeps his word on all 
questions. Hence the railroad bugaboo 
falls flat, and the people interested in 
irrigation will have to look further for 
the cause of the defeat of these meas- 
ures, because on Friday night, when, 
after a tedious debate of nearly seyen 
hours, a test vote on the question was 
reached, Vrooman and McClure were 
recorded on the side of irrigation. 

An analysis of the vote against taking 
up Assembly bill 410 at the time men- 
tioned, shows that of the seventeen who 
voted against suspending the rules and 
taking up the bill, eleven were Demo- 
|crats end six were Republicans. Four 
of these Democrats are from San Fran- 
cisco, and have generally been credited 
with having no particular interest in 
irrigation either one way or the other. 
They are Creighton, Dougherty, Drumm 
and Kelly. It would be the height of 
impudence for any one to say that 
either of these men. have views 
on the question of irrigation. Their 
course on all questions, with the excep- 
tion, perhaps, of the bill for the relief 
of disabled firemen, precludes such 
idea. Messrs. Baldwin and Langford 
of San Joaquin, and Cox of Sacra- 
mento, are raparians because they be- 
lieve the doctrine is right and have in- 
terests at stake. Cross of Nevada, Kel- 
logg of Piumas, and Taylor of Shasta, 
live in mining counties and naturally 
are prejudiced in favor of their sections 
and the rights of miners. In fact, 
Cross, in his speech against bill 410, 
laid great stress on the fact that the 
word miners was stricken out of one of 
the bills. The last of the Democrats is 
Spencer of Napa. Coming from an 
agricultural county it is hard to under- 
stand what induced him totake the po- 
sition that he has. Ambition caused 
Ceesar’s death, and it may have the 
same effect politically on Dennis. Of 
the six Republicans who voted against 
irrigation, Day ma be _ safely 
counted to vote for the bills if 
the Senate does not adjourn be- 
fore they are are reached in regular 
order. Saxe’s vote is incomprehensi- 
ble, as it was believed that he would 
vote the other way up to the roll call. 
Wallis comes from Sierra county, and 
that explains his vote. But the votes 
of Boone of San Francisco and De 
Long of Marin, cannot be explained, 
nor Chandler’s either. 

To pass any irrigation measure it is 
necessary to secure five more votes. 
That the irrigationists will be abie to 
secure them is doubtful. The question 
will be definitly settled on Monday, how- 
ever, when the Assembly constitutional 
amendment comes up on its second 
reading. If a constitutional amend- 
ment receives a two-thirds vote on any 
reading it is compulsory on the Gov- 
ernor to submit it to the people at the 
next general election, unless otherwise 
provided. Both sides have taken breath 
on the subject, and on the result of 
Monday’s vote depends the fate of all 
the irrigation bills, as the Senate will 
be almost certain to adjourn sine die 
Monday night if the amendment is lost. 

MECHANICS’ LIEN. 

On Thursday Vrooman’s mechanics’ 
lien bill came up in the Assembly for a 
second redaing, having already passed 
the Senate. A lively fight resulted over 
the attempt by Firebaugh, Hazard and 
others to amend it to suit their ideas, 
but all amendments were defeated ex- 
cept one offered by Britt and one of- 
fered by Jordan. As the subject is of 
considerable interest the bill is ap- 
pended: 

Section 1. Section one thousand one 
hundred and eighty-three of the Code 
of Civil Procedure is hereby amended 
so as to read as follows: 

Section 1183. Mechanics, material 
men, contractors, sub-contractors, arti- 
sans, architects, machinists, builders, 
miners, and all persons and laborers, 
of every class, performing labor upon 
or furnishing materials to be used in 
the construction, alteration, or repair, 
either in whole or in part, of any 
building, wharf, bridge, ditch, flume, 
aqueduct, tunnel, fence, machinery, 
railroad, wagon road, or other structure, 
shall have a lien upon the property 
upon which they have bestowed labor, 
or furnished materials, for the value of 
such labor done and materials fur- 
nished, whether at the instance of the 
owner, or of any other person acting by 
his authority, or under him, as con- 
tractor, or otherwise; [and any person 
who performs labor in any mining 
claim or claims, has ‘a lien upon the 
Same and the works owned and used 
by the owners for reducing the ores 
from such mining claim or claims for 
the work or labor done or materials fur- 
nished by each respectively, whether 
done or furnished at the instance of 
the owner of the building or other
